1. LOCAL TWA REPRESENTATIVE GEORGE KOTT CALLED ON DCM

SAID RTG WILL NOT ANSWER TWA' S REQUEST IN WRITING, BUT 
BECAUSE APPROVAL HAS NOT BEEN GIVEN, HE HAS CANCELLED CARGO 
JETS INTENDED FOR SUCH RUNS. HE EXPECTS RTG' S REPLY TO 
EMBASSY' S MARCH 5 DIPLOMATIC NOTE REGARDING GUAM LANDING 
RIGHTS FOR THAI INTERNATIONAL WILL INCLUDE REQUEST FOR 
CONSULTATIONS ON BILATERAL. 

2. KOTT WONDERED IF, IN COURSE SUCH CONSULTATIONS, US SIDE

LIMITATIONS BE PLACED ON AIR SIAM PASSENGER TRAFFIC TO US,

3. KOTT ALSO DISPUTED EARLIER STATEMENT BY THAIS THAT THEY 
WOULD REQUIRE GUAM LANDING RIGHTS PRIMARILY FOR MAINTENANCE 
CONSIDERATIONS, NOTING THAT THERE ARE NOT MAINTENANCE FACILITIES 
FOR DC-8' S AVAILABLE ON GUAM.

4. KOTT DID NOT PICK UP OUR OFFER OF ASSISTANCE AT THIS TIME, 
PREFERRING TO WAIT AND SEE CONTENTS RTG REPLY TO OUR NOTE, BUT 
HE EXPRESSED HOPE CONSULTATIONS ( IF RTG TAKE THIS ROUTE) WILL
